EDITORIAL 


SILENT CRISIS IN THE NEAR EAST 
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EVEN THOUGH IT IS AN ELECTION YEAR, A DRASTIC CHANGE IN U.S. POLICY IS NEEDED 


Must U.S. foreign policy be suspended until after election? 
Here is a report from one important part of the world by a 
man well qualified to say why a change in policy can’t wait, 
and what that change should be. He is Colonel William A, 
Eddy, formerly U.S. minister to Saudi Arabia, educator, busi- 
ness consultant and lifelong student of Arab affairs. 


If the sometimes slow but steady drift of anti-American 
public opinion continues, we may expect Arab nations to re- 
main neutral in the cold war and to decree increasing restric- 
tions on private American interests, commercial and educa- 
tional. The spiral of demands and antiforeign decrees is rising. 

As a single striking example of what appears constantly in 
the Arabic press, consider a recent interview with Faris el 
Khoury. Former chief of the Syrian delegation to the U.N. 
and a former prime minister, he is a Protestant Christian 
elder statesman of Syria, for two generations a warm friend 
of Americans to whom he owes his education and his career. 
But now he speaks like any Moslem fanatic. Asked about the 
U.S. mutual defense plan for the Near East, Faris el Khoury 
said, "The Arabs have no interest whatever in aligning them- 
selves against the Communist bloc, which is in no sense their 
enemy. . .. All other dangers threatening the Arabs are in- 
significant beside the Zionist menace.” 

‘The growth of anti-American feeling among Arabs is not 
directed at American government officials, businessmen or 
missionaries residing in the Near East, but against U.S. pol- 
icy, which appears to value Israel as equal to all the rest of 
the Moslem world put together; against insults hurled gra- 
tuitously by members of the U.S. Cabinet and Congress at 
Moslem and Arab culture; and against the support of colo- 
nial powers against the people of Asia and of North Africa. 
This resentment is not diminished by the conviction that the 
U.S. is preoccupied and overextended in Europe and the Far 
East, and has no real strategic interest in the Near East, ex- 
cept to scorch its earth in a future war with Russia. 

Americans who think that the Near East can now be bought 
with dollars will be disappointed. Arab friendship can be bar- 
tered for friendship, but not bought. Every one of the present 
aid programs is good in itself as part of a long-range program: 
MSA, TCA, UNESCO, FAO, Public Health, locust-fighting 
equipment and all the others. But in the immediate future 
the Arab nations want security, not charity; respect, not phi- 
lanthropy. No proud people regard themselves as backward. 
Like Iran, Egypt and Syria at least are capable of fanatical 
isolationism with return to a more ancient and lower stand- 
ard of living. This seems incomprehensible to Americans who 
have yet to see any domestic pressure group acquiesce in less- 
ening its take-home pay. 

The Western bankers guessed wrong about bringing Iran 
quickly to its knees, and they may be wrong about the Arabs. 
Certainly Egypt, Iraq, Lebanon and Saudi Arabia have re- 
sources to care for themselves. They could close their doors 
and live alone, without aid, as Yemen has done for the past 
1,000 years. 


Russia does not, at present, appear to he making any effort 
to capture any Moslem government (with the possible ex- 
ception of Egypt). Russia is waiting for chaos to complete 
the kill, in the meantime exploiting 1) anti-Western ferment, 
2) Arab League disunity and 3) hatred by the “have-nots” 
for reactionary plutocrats. 

Communism as an ideology has no attraction for respon- 


sible Arabs, but the desire for a powerful and nearby ally is 
nourished daily by the Russian-controlled broadcasts to the 
Near East to which Arabs are listening in growing and dis- 
turbing numbers. The financial and military might of the 
USS. is over the horizon, much too far away either to aggra- 
vate or heal the wounds of the Near East. 

While the Arab people could survive a return to an earlier 
and lower standard of living, their present governments could 
not. Most Arab governments in 1952 are insecure; they rep- 
resent a small fraction of the population and are vulnerable 
to fanaticism, coups d’états and the bullet of the assassin. 
They are not free agents. Therefore, even those many pub- 
lic servants who would like to do so, dare not lead their na- 
tion into the pro-American camp without prior assurance of 
prompt and effective military aid. 


Such in general is the situation in Arab lands. What can the 
U.S. do? Colonel Eddy continues: 


The U.S. has many constructive programs under way 
there which presuppose a generation for visible results. None 
of these will serve the-current emergency. That requires a 
dramatic change of U.S. policy toward the Near East, mani- 
fested in deeds as well as words. Whether or not such a change 
of policy is possible in an election year may be questionable; 
the need is not open to question. 

The Arab states need, above all else, to feel secure and 
strong in and for themselves, not merely as pawns in a chess 
game between the great powers. They seek internal security 
as well as security of their territory against future aggression 
from any and all quarters, whether from Western colonial 
powers, Israel or Russian Communism. 

a) The evidence of security must be tangible and visible, 
not verbal and remote. U.S. troops and ships based, say, in 
Cyprus; U.S. airplanes frequently seen overhead in mass for- 
mations; courtesy visits of the U.S. Navy (always popular) 
would reassure the Arab states that the West does not intend 
to abandon the defense of the Near East. 

b) The evidence of nearby, massive strength of the U.S. 
must be friendly; not as in the case of the British in Egypt, 
for the purpose of occupation and control. 

c) For the time being Israel must be omitted from any re- 
gional defense program. The U.S. must aid and arm Israel 
from the sea, not overland through Arab territory, and that 
aid must be in proportion to the strategic potentialities of 
the several countries. 

d) Some modern armament (fighter aircraft, light armored 
cars, etc.) furnished to Arab nations now would be worth more 
than 100 times as much spent in economic aid, in securing 
Arab adherence to the West. Such military aid could easily 
be combined with the warning that the U.S. will tolerate no 
aggression by, or against, Israel. 

In the Near East itself the public-relations task of Amer- 
icans is at the grass-roots level. But this effort, no matter 
how wisely devised, will fall to the ground if it is contradicted 
by the over-all policy of the U.S. government and the Amer- 
ican public at home. Our goodwill ambassadors, official and 
private, can only buy a little time, here and there. 

Whether Americans like it or not, they have the respon- 
sibility for the issue in the Near East. They either back or 
make the policies of the United Kingdom and France. They 
alone have the wealth and the military might to keep the 
Near East out of the hands of Russia. The responsibility may 
be repugnant, but it cannot be shifted to other shoulders.

TRAINING 


IMMEDIATE PROSPECTS 


TEACHING 


Most elementary and high school teachers must have bachelor's 
degrees. High schools prefer those with master's degrees. College 
applicants should either have doctoral degrees or be working for 
them. Each state has its own certficating requirements. 


Teachers are very badly needed in elementary schools, less so in 
high schools. There is a temporary teacher surplus in colleges, 
but this will disappear as the postwar birth-rate bulge moves up 
through the high schools to college level. 


NURSING 


Candidates for taking examinations to be registered nurses must 
be high school graduates and either attend a 3-year hospital school 
or take 2 4- or 5-year “degree program” alternating regular col- 
lege work with basic nursing training. 


Excellent: there has been a severe shortage of registered nurses 
everywhere in the U.S. since before World War Il, There are more 
‘openings for nurses today than can be filled, in hospitals, public 
health agencies, industry and the armed forces. 


B i ENGINEERING 


College B.S. degree in engineering is enough to qualify a gradu- 
ate for a good job. But higher starting pay is available to those 
who can put in an extra year for a master’s degree. 


Because of the present shortage, prospects for beginning engi- 
neers are the best of any of the professions (LIFE, May 5). Men 
with B.S. degrees are now getting jobs at around $350 a month; 
those with M.S. get $25 to $50 more. 


LAW 


Two to four years of college plus three years 
school. In some states clerkship in a law firm is required before 
bar examinations can be taken, but in other states they can be 
taken immediately after graduation from law school. 


Large law firms, to which city law students aspire, habitually 
pick top men in classes, Law is @ crowded profession, but there 
are still openings outside the larger metropolitan 


MEDICINE 


MINISTRY 


Four years of medical school following four years of college, al- 
though some schools take men after three years. Graduates are 
then expected to intern at least two years. Medical education is 
‘one of longest and most expensive of all, 


Major Protestant denominations require, for ordaining mini 
ters, a college B.A. degree plus three years of a recognized theo- 
logical seminary. Other faiths have different training require- 
ments and standards and are not included in this chart. 


Apparent shortage exists because of wider acceptance of idea of 
medical care and medical insurance plans. But medical schools, 
like dental schools, claim shortage is primarily one of distribution 
and doctors are in short supply only in rural areas. 


Ministers are needed everywhere because of current upswing of 
religious activity all over the U.S. Most denominations are un- 
able to keep up with the demand for new men.

DENTISTRY 


SOCIAL WORK

Bachelor's degree from college of pharmacy is required, followed 
by at least one year’s apprenticeship in a registered pharmacy. 
New pharmacists can then either join the staff of a retail phar- 
‘macy or go into business for: themselves. 


‘As with doctors and nurses, pharmacists are in increasing de- 
mand nowadays because of the great increase in medical care. 
There is a tendency now to employ more women pharmacists re- 
sulting in a distinct need for women in the field. 


Two years of college work plus four years of dental school qual- 
itying for a D.D.S. degree. After graduation, dentists can legally 
begin practice right away, but more and more are seeking op- 
portunities for internship before practicing. 


There is a shortage of dentists principally in rural areas of the 
US., but dental schools say that a better distribution of e 
ing graduates would probably rectify this. 


College degree plus two years of professional training at an ac- 
credited school to earn a'master's degree. A Ph.D. degree is not 
required yet for top positions simply because insufficient facilities 
exist at present for training men that thoroughly, 


There is a great demand today for social workers who have the 
proper training for specialized jobs in the field. But at least two 
thirds of all “social workers" today are without the proper train- 
ing and their employment chances are far poorer. 


JOURNALISM 


CHEMISTRY 


Most employers prefer men with college B.A. degrees strong in 
history and economics, but journalism jobs are so varied that 
this is not @ rule. Many colleges give degrees in journalism and 
their graduates are respected and welcomed, 


For newspaper work, prospects are poor except in small towns 
near major cities. Best openings are in non-newspaper fields like 
public relations. Competition for jobs is generally high because 
of field's reputation for variety and excitement. 


A college degree is necessary for all good jobs and an M.S. degree 
is advisable. However, the best jobs, especially those in chemical 
research, go to those who have a Ph.D. degree. 


Plenty of openings at all levels, although better jobs go to those 
with higher degrees. Even those with B.S. can find good open- 
ings. Demand is anticipated for many years. 


LIBRARY SERVICE 


College B.A. degree is required, and one extra year of graduate 
work in a specialized library training school to earn either a bach- 
elor’s or a master's degree in librarianship. 


There has been a shortage of librarians in U.S. ever since before 
World War II, and there are plenty of openings not only in public 
libraries but in special libraries and government service, 


ARCHITECTURE 


Five years of training at an accredited college are required—two 
years of liberal arts and three of architectural training. Graduate 
must then spend one to three years working in a registered archi- 
tect’ office before he can take an exam for a state license. 


Opportunities for graduates of good schools are excellent today. 
However architectural profession is notoriously subject to severe 
economic fluctuations, which make predictions very risky. 


PSYCHOLOGY

To practice, psychologists must have post-graduate degrees. Py. 
chologists use knowledge of human behavior in testing and training 
people, in clinical, educational, personne, research work. Some work 
with psychiatrists (who are M.D-s) in treating mental disorders, 


Asin social work, the good jobs go to those psychologists who 
properly trained. For those with doctorates there are more job 
openings than can be filled, especially in government, in indus- 
trial work, in college teaching and in clinical work, 
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ADVANCEMENT 


The 459,000 high school graduates who are entering college next fall have the 
summer to think over what they will be studying in the next four years. Their 
courses will he largely determined by what careers they choose. And like the 
class of 52 more than half of the class of ’56 will wind up in one of the major 
professions listed below. To help show what each career involves, Lire has pre- 
pared the chart below. It is impossible to predict precisely the conditions that

EDUCATION 


opinions of professional associations and college deans and placement bureaus. 

Most professions require a college degree plus further university study. 
Most have well-established standards of performance set up either by profes- 
sional associations or, through licensing, by government agencies, For many 
ns seem highly desirable to today’s college generations. They 
bring the highest respect of any occupations in a community, and the job out- 
look for college graduates trained in a profession looks exceptionally bright. 


COMMUNITY RESPECT 


To qualify for administrative posts, which pay highest salaries, 
teachers must usually have graduate degrees, preferably in school 
| administration work, But many teachers would rather stay in 
classroom work and take regular pay increases. 


{In the past, teachers have been poorly paid, but salaries have been 
going up, partly because of the shortage of trained personnel. In 
cities teachers start at about $2,800 a year and work up to $5,600. 
Rural teachers earn considerably less. 


Teachers have rarely won as much respect as doctors and minis- 
ters, but as recognition of their importance increases, so will the 
respect accorded them. At present only college professors are as- 
sured of virtually automatic respect in their community, 


Depends on nursing experience and on advanced training in spe~ 
Cialties like pediatrics or surgery, Those who have taken the col- 
lege “degree program’ tend to advance further and faster than 
those with only hospital-school training. 


Pay starts at $45 to $55 a week and can work up to more than $80 
a week on the supervisory level. Administrative positions pay 
from $3,500 to $7,000, sometimes more. Nurses’ hours have im- 
proved, now average 40 to 44 hours a week. 


Atone time, nurses were considered almost on a level with domes- 
tic servants. But with the public becoming more accustomed to 
‘nursing care and with health standards rising, nursing has won 
‘eal acceptance for itself as a profession. 


May be in for improvement since industry now realizes that one 
| cause of current shortage is poor use of available talent. Shortage 
| is forcing employers to give engineers better opportunities for ad- 
| vancement, relieve them of detailed, clerical work. 


Especially good for those who are willing to relinquish some of 
their technical work and go in for administration; many industrial 
leaders today were originally trained as engineers. 


The technical, detailed nature of engineering has sometimes made 
it seem an uninteresting profession, But the current shortage of 
talent has focused public attention on engineers’ contributions 
and accomplishments and their prestige has improved greatly. 


Unlimited opportunities for men of ability. For instance lawyers 
connected with industrial firms are given great responsibilities 
and frequently become officers of those firms. The law is the 
traditional road to political ofice, 


‘Average starting pay is poor. But advancement can be rapid and 
after five years men can make $6,000 and up. Best rewards go to 
‘men in private practice, specialists most of all, 


Varies with type of law practiced and field of activity but is gen- 
erally high, often ranking with doctors and clergymen, 


Those with executive ability can work toward reasonably well- 
paying jobs in hospitals or with research foundations. But most 
physicians prefer to build up their own general practices or go 
into specialized fields like surgery or psychiatry. 


Inspirational leadership and/or executive ability will usually 
| bring a minister public attention and acclaim. This helps build 
up the minister's own church of gives him chance to extend his 
efforts by winning transfer to a larger parish, 


Best opportunities for pharmacists lie in ownership or part own- 
ership of their own store. Pharmacists can also earn substantial 
livelihoods in hospitais, sales work and in the research depart- 
‘ments of drug manufacturing companies, 


Since most dentists work individually, advancement depends on 
the ran himself. In self-practice dentist can build up own busi- 
ness both through professional competence and personality. 


Poor at first since their training takes so long, but physicians 
‘often become among the wealthiest members of the community. 
Some doctors earn up to $50,000 or $100,000 a year. For most of 
them the only limit is their own time and energy. 


To most ministers the matter of money is not important. They 
g0 into the calling for spiritual reasons, not for any financial re- 
muneration. Graduates of top theological schools start at around 
$3,000 a year, and ministers often live rent-free. 


Generally ranked at the top of the professions. Successful oractice 
almost always brings automatic respect within the community, 


Excellent. Ministers are unique among all the professionals in that 
their prestige is very high from tha start, earning them great re- 
spect as soon as they assume their first parish or post, 


Beginning pharmacists start now at from $80 to $100 a week. 
Those who eventually own their own stores can do very well for 
themselves if they are etfcient and resourceful: they must there- 
by become good managers and merchandisers. 


Substantial. Successful dentists make from $9,000 a year up, de- 
pending on how hard they are willing to work. And unlike phy- 
sicians they can limit their work to regular office hours, 


Depends almost entirely on a person’s experience and the amount 
of his professional graduate education. Those without graduate 
training can occasionally get good promotions, but the first choices 
usually go to men with advanced degrees. 


Starting salaries average $3,000 a year. Social workers can work 
up to salaries that average $8,000 to $10,000 a year. There are a 
few exceptional jobs around the U.S. and in the federal govern- 
ment which pay up to $15,000 and $18,000. 


Depends somewhat on writing ability, although administrative 
talent can lead to executive positions and there are good oppor- 
tunities on the business side of journalism. Top journalist jobs 
are those of editor, columnist, correspondent, 


‘Starting salaries have been traditionally low but they depend 
on the newspaper or magazine and also on the area of the U.S. 
Journalism is generally not a well-paying profession although a 
few top editors in large cities earn high salaries. 


‘Very good in small communities, where pharmacist is sometimes 
accorded almost as much respect as local doctor. Prestige is not 
as high in cities, where pharmacists tend to lose their identity. 


Dentists are more generally respected in rural and suburban 
areas than in cities. They rarely have as much prestige as phy- 
sicians. Dental specialists, such as oral surgeons, generally are 
more respected than are basic practitioners, 


Biggest drawback to prestige in the field has been due to super- 
fluity of improperly trained workers. As the training of social 
workers improves, so will their prestige as a group. 


Prestige depends more on the individual and his contribution 
than on the profession itself but is generally good because of the 
importance of newspapers in most communities. 


Most chemists spend lifetime in laboratory and prefer profes- 
sional advancement to a chance at administrative work, which 
brings most money. With new fields of research opening up, op- 
portunities for professional advancement are excellent. 


Library service offers excellent opportunities for advancement. 
They depend to some extent on area of U.S., however, with best 
chances in West, Midwest, and Middle Atlantic areas, 


Starting salaries depend on what degree one has: chemists with a 
B.S. can start at $300 a month; those with M.S. $400; with Ph.D. 
at $500. The government pays chemists up to $15,000 a year, but 
the highest salaries of all are in industry. 


Library school graduates can earn starting salaries ranging from 
{$3,000 to $3,800. Those with science training can begin at $3,00 
in technical libraries. Men and women with ability can eventu- 
ally work up to a salary of $7,000 a year or more. 


Has always been good but is especially high nowadays with new- 
ly recognized importance of chemist in atomic science and in- 
dustry. Because of theoretical and experimental end of their 
work chemists generally have more prestige than engineers, 


The very small libraries are slowly disappearing, but there is a big 
expansion today in governmental and college university libraries 
and these carry with them considerable prestige. Some libraries 
even have their own TV and radio stations. 


‘Most architects plan eventually to set up their own offices. This 
requires them to draw on talents like salesmanship and diplomacy 
in addition to their technical skills, but it is the principal road to 
achieving a reputation and financial success. 


Graduate architects, starting out as draftsmen, earn an average 
cof $60 a week. Most of them aim to go into self-practice, where they 
can earn from $10,000 a year up, based on fees varying from 6% 
to 15% in the case of home architects. 


‘The profession has suffered from a public impression that archi- 
tects were interested only in making houses look pretty. Since they 
have put an emphasis on engineering and the economics of build- 
ing, architects have gone up in public respect. 


Opportunities for advancement are good, but field is still too young 
to have developed a recognized order of promotion, 


‘Those with master’s degrees start at around $75 a week; those with 
doctorates, $100. Clinical psychologists can earn from $4,500 to 
$10,000 a year; private practice brings more. Pay ceilings are low 
for those who do not have doctorates. 


Most people do not understand just what psychologists do, But 
psychology is gradually winning more of a name for itself is being 
more and more used by the government and the armed forces, and 
hence is beginning to gain in community prestige.

The Vogue 
of the 
Ragpicker 


COPIES OF HISTORIC FABRICS ARE DRESSING UP MANY OF TODAY’S HOUSES 


DESIGNER at Greeff Fabrics makes adaptation of 
Holburne (opposite), one of Mrs. Westerfield’s rags. 
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Over the past few years decorators and depart- 
ment stores have been visited by increasing 
numbers of customers who want a copy of the 
“nice calico” or the “quaint chintz” they saw 
at Williamsburg or Monticello or one of the 
many historic houses of America. To meet the 
current demand for fabrics that bring history 
into the home, one large fabric house has in- 
creased its production of historic prints 500% 
in the past four years, and many other manu- 
facturers have doubled and tripled production. 
For the most part these fabrics are copies or 
adaptations of 18th and 19th Century origi- 
nals, which are appropriate with many styles 
of furniture—Early American (opposite), Vic- 
torian, 18th Century and modern (following 
pages). They may be used to drape windows for- 
mally (Strolling Players, p. 60) or informally 


(Beaucaire, opposite). All of the fabrics are 
muted in color and restrained in design, alto- 
gether different from the flamboyant tropical 
prints that were so widely used a few years ago. 

The prints are taken from old bits of fabric 
or wallpaper called rags, which are sent to fab- 
ric manufacturers by a new kind of ragpicker. 
Most of the pickers are amateurs—housewives 
like Mrs. Westerfield (above), schoolteachers, 
librarians or antique collectors who discover 
old materials in attics, junk shops and in old 
houses. Fabric makers pay from $10 to $300 fora 
rag. About one in a hundred sent in turns out to 
be worth copying. When reproduced on chintz 
or cotton the prints start at about $1.75 a yard. 
The most expensive of the 12 fabrics shown on 
the following pages is under $7 a yard, though 
some prints on silk run as high as $20 a yard.

ALL THIS HAPPENED IN GERMANY 


The boxer on the slugging spree is German middleweight Peter Miller. 
His opponent is Hans Stretz. Always an unruly fighter, Miller had 
lost the German middleweight title to Stretz last month when, after 
having knocked his opponent down, he continued to pummel him. In 
this return bout, held in Cologne, Miiller was trying to win back his 
championship. For the first seven rounds he and Stretz did little more 
than push and clinch. It was in the eighth that the referee’s order to 
break from a clinch made Miller go berserk. 

When things had finally calmed down, and Miller had been coaxed 
from the ring, the revived referee groggily predicted, “This will finish 
Miiller’s boxing career.”

the story ends, but Spillane adds a word or two of advice for 
less experienced storytellers: ‘That's all. Nothing more. Keep 
it mysterious.” 

Although “The Girl with the Green Skin” may strike some read- 
ers as too mysterious, it is only slightly more preposterous than 
the adventures of Spillane’s ferocious detective, Mike Hammer. 
As a self-appointed dispenser of crude justice, Mike has been try- 
ing to clean up New York ever since 1947 when he first appeared 
in a book called J, The Jury. In that one he belatedly discovered 
that his girl friend of the moment, a lady psychiatrist, had mur- 
dered his best friend. This made Mike so angry that he shot her 
through her stark-naked belly, answering her plaintive "Mike, how 
c-could you?” with the comment, “It was easy.” In his second case, 
My Gun Is Quick, Mike cornered the villain in a blazing house 
and meticulously shot him just enough to keep him quiet while he 
burned to death. A few months later, in Vengeance Is Mine, Mike 
was forced to shoot a beautiful lady who, under the impact of gun- 
fire, turned out to be a man. To dispose of the Communist menace 
in One Lonely Night, Mike had to swap his .45 for a Tommy gun. 
Not until The Big Kill did Mike find a really trustworthy ally— 
a year-old baby who blasted the killer with a .45 that happened to 
be lying around on a low table. 

Despite this five-year shooting spree—in which 48 people— 
some of them criminals—died, crime in New York continues de- 
fiantly to rear its silken torso. Sometimes the persistence of evil 
(and the bumbling interference of the police) makes Mike so mad 
he goes, in his own words, alittle “kill crazy.” On these occasions he 
often hears noises in his head, like the plunging pistons in a gaso- 
line engine. Other times he hears kettledrums, and then again, bells. 
The pistons and kettledrums are hard to explain, but the bells are 
easy. They are from millions of cash registers, each jingle signal- 
ing the purchase of a Mike Hammer book. 

The Spillane books are published in hard covers by the respect- 
able old Manhattan firm of E. P. Dutton & Co. In the New Amer- 
ican Library's paper reprints they are the gaudy companions of 
the staid tomes of Arnold Toynbee, Homer, James B. Conant and 
Plutarch. The Dutton editions sell exceptionally well for mys- 
teries (average: about 15,000 copies), but it is New American's 
25¢ Signet releases that have rocked the industry, not to mention 
critics, moralists and rival mystery writers. 


A real switch 


IHE five Mike Hammer novels have, thus far, sold more than 
11 million copies in English, and they have been translated 
into French, Portuguese, Finnish, Danish, Swedish and Dutch 
(but not, as one critic noted thankfully, Russian). They have gone 
through 72 printings, and more are scheduled for July. Last month 
New American printed 2.5 million copies of a new Spillane thriller 
called The Long Wait, a book in which Mike Hammer is temporar- 
ily sidetracked for a protagonist named Johnny McBride. The 
change is in name only. Johnny is just as rattlebrained and rattle- 
gunned as Mike. But in the last chapter Spillane works a real switch 
on his usual formula: as the hero and mystery woman confront, 
each other with drawn guns, both are stark naked. The Long Wait 
sold out in a little less than three weeks. 
The astonishing thing about Mike Hammer's success is that no- 
body likes him but the public. No major book reviewer, anywhere, 
has ever said a kind word for a Spillane novel.

SPILLANE continues 


the New York Herald-Tribune has described Spillane as an “inept 
vulgarian,” and Malcolm Cowley in the New Republic has char- 
acterized Mike Hammer as a dangerous paranoiac, a sadist and a 
masochist. One indignant mystery writer denies that Spillane 
writes mysteries at all: “He appeals to another audience—the 
Forever Amber audience. 

If this be true, the Forever Amber audience includes a number 
of unexpected elements. One is Arthur Krock, the august Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Times and friend of presi- 
dents, who is a confessed Spillane fan and who says regretfully, 
“T am sorry Roosevelt did not have the privilege of Spillane.” 
(The last president was a mystery enthusiast.) Among gentle- 
women, several girls from Radcliffe College have formed a Mickey 
Spillane club. An Air Force sergeant in Korea hitched a plane ride 
to Tokyo to get One Lonely Night. In Frankfurt, Spillane sales 
were so large the command refused to release actual figures, lest 
they reflect unfavorably on Army reading tastes. A spokeswoman 
for 275 WAFs stationed at Stillwater, Okla. began a letter to the 
publisher with the cry: “MORE! MORE! MORE! Mickey Spil- 
Jane is one of the best novelists of all times!” 

The man responsible for these outpourings of invective and 
affection is a bantam-sized, slightly educated, self-professed rough- 
neck who now lives near Newburgh, N.Y., but who grew up in Brook- 
lyn and still talks like it. A onetime lifeguard, Mickey Spillane is 
proud of his muscles and to show them off usually wears T-shirts or 
tight wool sweaters and close-fitting blue jeans. In contrast to the 
brooding, ominous appearance he presents in the jacket picture for 
The Big Kill (mouth set, eyes squinted, biceps swollen, gun in 
hand), Spillane in person gives an impression of eager, nervous 
affability. He resembles a high-strung fox terrier behind whose 
amiable barking lies a strong urge to bite. 

Although his income from Mike Hammer is now in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000 per book, Spillane lives in frenetic dishevelment in 
a four-room, mud-moated cinder-block house which he built with 
his own hands on a four-acre tract eight miles outside Newburgh, 
a Hudson River town 60 miles from New York City. A roofed but 
not otherwise enclosed garage stands near the house, and 50 yards 
or so behind it is a neat, one-room studio where Mickey does his 
writing and entertains friends and admirers. 

Spillane shares these modest accommodations with his wife 
Mary Ann, 26, a subdued little bespectacled brunette from Green- 
wood, Miss., whom he calls “Baby”; a daughter, Kathy, 3, who 
has been known to say “sexy” when asked how she is; a son, Ward, 
114; two satellite writers, Joe Gill and Charlie Wells; three to 14 
dogs, depending on the season; two dozen cats; several chickens; 
a souped-up fire-engine red Ford convertible, which Mickey also 
calls “Baby.” Joe and Charlie do not actually sleep at the Spillane 
residence, which Mickey calls “Little Bohemia,” but they are 
around most of the time. 

The unpretentious nature of the Spillane establishment has 
been explained by Gill, the writer’s best buddy ever since 1940, 
“Mickey's one of those guys who want to get back to nature,” Gill 
says. “There's a word for it, I forget what it is, but we like to rough 
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ome trouble to let his friends know he has not 
y . He refuses to wear a necktie, even on trips 
to Manhattan, and he boasts that he owns only one suit. When he 
built his studio a year he included a ping alcove for tran- 
sient or indigent writers, but he did not bother with a bathroom, 
on the economical theory that the acreage behind the studio is 
almost entirely shielded by tre 

Last year Kurt Enoch, the highly cultured and urbane Euro- 
pean who heads the New American Library, came to call on his 
most successful author and Mickey asked him to lunch. The meal 
was informal, to say the least. Spillane dumped a turkey and a jar 
of mayonnaise in the middle of the living room floor and invited 
his publisher to squat down and pitch in. The Spillanes set no store 
hy fancy cooking, or fancy housekeeping either, for that matter. 
Mrs. Spillane has a washing machine but no maid, and the house 
is heated by a coal stove that requires frequent hand-stoking. 

Until quite recently Spillane and Joe Gill spent a good deal of 
time in bars, both in Newburgh and New York. He was seldom 
identified as a writer, a fact that pleased him enormously. “When 
Joe and I first went around to the bars up here, people would think 
we were construction workers,” Mickey says. After his barroom 
acquaintances discovered the truth, Spillane says they did not 
hold it against him. 

In New York Mickey and Joe liked to drift around the Bowery 
or the Red Hook section of Brooklyn, studying the types Mike 
Hammer often is called upon to shoot. Although he has been quoted 
as saying a couple of my best friends are prostitutes,” and w 
advertised as having actually “called on a call girl” before writ- 
ing My Gun Is Quick, Mickey is now rather vague about these ac- 
quaintanceships. In any event the girls have never been welcome 
in “Little Bohemia,” a literary salon that is exclusively and almost 
defiantly male. 

Mickey sets the tone of the Spillane salons and it is one of al- 
most hysterical intensity. Joe Gill’s older brother Ray, who is not 
a member of the circle but who has known Spillane for more than 
a decade, says, “Watching Mickey is like looking at the spindles 
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AT KITCHEN TABLE Charlie and Mary Ann listen with delight to one of 
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of a Mixmaster.” Spillane’s gregarious excitement communicates 
itself to everyone but Mary Ann, who seldom attends the salon 
sessions in the studio. She is kept busy in the house by the little 
Mixmasters. 

Aside from Gill and Charlie Wells, a tall, soft-spoken Southerner 
from Mary Ann’s home town in Mississippi, the salon members 
are mostly old comic-book boys who come up from New York sev- 
eral times a month to drink beer and pay court to their most di 
tinguished graduate. “Those guys are all commercial writers,” 
Mickey says. “No longhair.” “The shorthairs all greatly admire 
Spillane, but there is some good-natured kidding. Ever since a col- 
lege paper published a parody of the Mike Hammer books, in which 
the phrase ‘'She was stark naked!” constantly recurred, the Spil- 
lanians have been yelling, “She was stark naked!” whenever there 
is an awkward pause in the conversation. This amuses Mickey, 
who is likely to reply, “It was easy!” 

What the Little Bohemians mainly talk about is guns (Mickey 
has a large collection displayed on one of the studio’s pine-pancled 
walls), women (represented by originals of his book covers) and 
story plots. Spillane has a drawer full of plots and he gladly gives 
his less imaginative followers access to it. The Little Bohemians 
also play a game in which someone suggests a weird situation and 
everyone then takes his turn at developing it into a plot. Once in 
awhile an uninvited longhair gets involved in one of these contests, 
usually to his regret. “You should see how some of the ‘good writ- 
ers’ can’t even make a plot worth a nickel,” Mickey sneers. 

Mickey, of course, has no trouble making plots worth $50,000, 
and this facility comes in handy when he is planning a new book. 
With his plot in mind, Spillane first constructs a smash ending, one 
that will both surprise and shock. He then devises a dramatic open- 
ing chapter. To fill the space in-between, he finally shuts himself 
in the studio for three or four weeks to invent the shootings and 
seductions that ‘Span the distance from Chapter I to Chapter XIII. 
He composes, single-spaced, on a standard typewriter, and often 
will go on for five or six pages without x-ing out a single word. 


Not just for fun 


(OME critics—shackled by old-fashioned regard for the Eng- 
h language—have suggested that while Mickey Spillane cer- 
tainly can type, he certainly can’t write. It is undeniably true that 
Spillane, in the white-hot, gut-wrenching heat of the chase, o 
nally plays hell with syntax. Sometimes he even invests his par- 
ticipants’ knees with personali as in Vengeance Is Mine, where he 
wrote, “I dove toward the origin of the snorts and crashed into a 
pair of legs that buckled with a hoarse curse. . . 

For the carpers, however, Mickey has a ready answer: “If the 
people wanted to read Thomas Wolfe, I'd write like Thomas Wolfe. 
Hell, I’m not an author, I'ma writer. I've got to make a living, 
somehow. I’m not writing just for fun. I’m not trying to educate 
the people. I’m just trying to entertain. If they put their money in 
the hat, that’s all I want.” 

This interpretation of his work seems to be sincere, but some of 
Mickey's old friends are still baffled by the extreme violence that 
has come to be his trademark. Ray Masters, who was boss lifeguard 
at Breezy Point beach on Long Island when Mickey worked there, 
sums up the Spillane he knew as “a very suit hoy, a very good 
boy—why, he had a heart as big as gold.” Nat (“Sporty”) Drat- 
one of Mickey’s buddies in the Air Force, recalls that he was 

i y cats and giving them milk in the mess hall. 
In 1940 Mickey himself wrote a piece for Blue Bolt comics that was 
more concerned with saving lives than taking them. It showed, in 
a dramatic sequence of words and pictures, how a Breezy Point 
lifeguard named “Captain Mickey Spillane’ pulled off a rescue. 

People who knew Mickey in his younger days have a slightly 
different view of him. Some of them feel that the violence was there 
all along, the stronger for being repressed. They suspect that his 
affection for animals—he allows no hunting on his Newburgh acres 
masks a deep distrust of people. One old acquaintance says, 
“Mickey was never the easygoing person his other friends picture 
him to be. Here is a boy who lived through the depression, who 
knew what it was to be really poor, so it’s always in the back of his 
mind that he’s got to have some money to live. He has been run- 
ning all his life, trying to catch up with security.” 

Spillane was born in Brooklyn on March 9, 1918, the only child 
of C. (for nothing) Anne and John J. Spillane. Father Spillane, a 
bartender, soon nicknamed the boy “Mickey,” and Mrs. Spillane 
called him “Babe.” Mickey’s relationship to his schoolmates, both 
in grammar school and later at Erasmus Hall high, seems to have 
been one of choosing weapons. He was neither big nor tough in an 
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area full of big, tough kids, but he recalls that from earliest child- 
hood he was able to “scare the hell out of the kids” by telling them 
ghost stories. He began writing in high school and sold one story 
soon after graduation, but he had no great success and from 1935 
to 1939 he worked at odd jobs winters and as a lifeguard summers. 
In the latter year he drifted west for a brief flirtation with Fort 
Hays State College in Kansas. 

The turning point in Spillane’s career came not at college but in 
Gimbel’s basement in the fall of 1940. There he met Joe Gill, a 
Brooklyn youth who had taken a Christmas job selling $1 neckties. 
Spillane was selling $11 robes. He and Joe were drawn together by 
a mutual fondness for beer. Before long Joe sent Spillane to see his 
brother Ray, who was then an editor of Funnie ., a group 
that did comic | books for different publishers. “I'd be telling a lie,” 
Ray Gill says, “if I said that I had ever meta more fabulous or pro- 
lific writer than Mickey.” Soon after he came to work Spillane was 

turning out an eight-page comic sto- 
tye Bill, Human Torch) 
every Most writers needed 
three days to a week. 

In the fall of 1941 Joe Gill enlist- 
ed in the Coast Guard, and the day 
after Pearl Harbor Spillane joined 
the Air Force, That was one time 
Mickey ran too hard—he was so anx- 
ious to make good that he got tagged 
as an instructor. Today anyone 
see that, while Joe Gill looks up to 


Mickey ‘as a writer, Mickey looks 
up to Jo ‘an. Joe was with 
the Coast Guard at Saipan and in 


the Philippines, and helped dispose 
of a lot of Japs. Mickey never 
overseas. He served out his time in 
M sippi and Florida, became a 
captain, but never got to dispose 
of anybod: 

It was natural when the war was 
over that Mickey and Ray should 
get back together again, and_ this 
time Joe Gill joined them. They rented a store on Vandeveer Place 
in Brooklyn and started a sort of free-lance comic-book factory. 
Soon the factory was going strong, but Spillane wasn’t happy. He 
was infuriated by prices, by people who had stayed home and made 
good and by the housing shortage. ry Ann, whom he 
had married in Greenwood, Miss. in 1945, a terrible time find- 
ing a place to live. 

One day in the spring of 1946 Mickey walked in and announced, 
“I'm going to write a novel.” Everybody thought he was nuts, 
but sure enough, he had anticipated a trend. (Recently Spillane 
remarked that his imitators, and there are many, cannot succeed 
because they write for today’s market instead of tomorrows.) It 
took Spillane just 19 days, working right in the midst of the hurl 
burly of the comic-book factory, to turn out /, The Jury. He in- 
vented the name Mike Hammer, but most of the other characters 
were named for actual people, a practice he still follows (so far 
nobody has sued). 

At Ray Gill’s suggestion Mickey gave his manuscript to Jack 
McKenna, a printing salesman who did business with E. P. Dutton 
& Co. Spillane told McKenna he wanted $1,000 so he could buy a 
tract of land he had spotted at Newburgh and get out of Brooklyn. 

Twas fed up with this business of being a veteran and everybody 
trying to cut you up,” Mickey recalls. McKenna did not want to 
handle the book, being neither an agent nor a mystery enthusiast, 
to have his wife read it. Mrs. McKenna couldn't put 

nna tried it and he couldn’t put it down either. He 
gave the book to Dutton’s Elliott Macrae, who passed it on to 
Editor in Chief Nicholas Wreden, Wreden recalls he told the first 
editorial conference that considered it: “It isn’t in the best of taste, 
but it will sell.” 

A great many explanations have been advanced for Spillane’s 
skyrocket success, but the critical consensus remains “sex and sad- 
ism.” Mickey's contemporaries in the mystery field have no better 
clue, though the majority are appalled by Mike Hammer. They are 
less worried, however, by the sex and sadism than by the vigilante 
nature of Mike’s operations. One successful writer says, “He has 
reversed the whole formula of the art—always before the detective 
has been on the side of law and order.” Other embittered practi- 
tioners denounce Mickey as “just a comic-book writer.” 

Spillane accepts this last as an accolade. “I write scenes, pictures 
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WRITING NEW NOVEL, Spillane works under bulletin board 
that is decorated with unfavorable reviews of his earlier books. 
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you can see, and the story moves. This isn’t good, I suppose.” As 
for sex, Mickey seems seriously to believe his books have not been 
very sexy. “Take Faulkner,” he says. “All these guys now. Nothing 
but sex. What kind of sex was there in I, The Jury? So a girl takes 
off her clothes and gets shot. That's sex?” Of course, the girls don’t 
always get killed right away, and a few only get wounded, beaten 
or abandoned. 

It may be instructive to call the roll of young women who have 
actually enjoyed Mike Hammer's reluctant favors, and to list the 
penalties they paid. Mary: ‘Her body was a hot flame” (aban- 
doned); Anne: “. . . then she bit me on the neck . . . and the lamp 
made undulating shadows across the room” (drowned in bathtub) ; 
Lola: “Her eyes were leaping, dancing coals of passion” (knifed to 
death); Connie: “... standing on a white cloud stark naked” 
(fatally broken back); Ethel: “the warmth that seemed to come 
from the flames was a radiation that flowed from the sleek length 
of her legs . . .”” (whipped, shot); Linda: ‘She grabbed me like the 
devil was inside her, bit me twice on the neck .. .” (abandoned) ; 
Marsha: ‘Her hands slid up my back and tightened ” (shot to 
death); Ellen: * . . . she stretched back slowly and reac! hed out her 
arms .. . and the entire front of the robe came open...” (aban- 
doned). Score: dead, four; seriously injured, one; abandoned, three. 
(Not included is Hammer's patient secretary, Velda; she has been 
shot at, assaulted and strung up naked and whipped, but has been 
spared Mike’s love-making.) 


A lesson for a hoodlum 
Case as to the old theories of male behavior, Mike is 


never the aggressor. He is always fighting for his honor and 
being true, in his own fashion, to the idealized Velda. When some 
predatory female has tried to exploit him, Mike in his shame and 
guilt gets a strong desire to hit somebody. When the critics casti- 
gate Spillane for Mike's “kill-crazy” rages, he retorts righteously, 
‘m no sadist. Any beating up Mike Hammer does is done only to 
keep the other guy from beating him up.” This, Mickey feels, ex- 
plains such passages as the following from The Big Kill: 

“[ snapped the side of the rod across his jaw and laid the flesh 
open to the bone. He dropped the sap and staggered into the big 
boy with a scream starting to come up out of his throat only to get 
it cut off in the middle as I pounded his teeth back in his mouth 
with the end of the barrel. The big guy... got so mad he came 
right at me with his head down and I took my own damn time about 
kicking him in the face. He smashed into the door and lay there 
bubbling. So I kicked him again and he stopped bubbling. . . . For 
laughs I gave him a taste of his own sap on the back of his hand and 
felt the bones go into splinters.” 

Spillane points out that Mike was fighting two men who had 
trapped and attacked him. The sap on the back of the hand “for 
laughs” was a form of preventive punishment. The wounded hood- 
lum would never again use that hand to sap anybody—or his teeth 
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SPILLANE continveo 


to bite anybody, if he ever found his teeth. After all, Mickey adds, 
Mike is a killer of killers. He doesn’t go around just killing anybody. 
And if he mashes somebody who turns out not to be the killer, it’s 
an honest error. 

These honest errors of Mike’s have produced another criticism 
of a type that galls Spillane. Unkind statisticians who have made 
a box score on Mickey’s books conclude that Mike Hammer has 
one bizarre and memorable characteristic that sets him apart from 
all other fictional detectives: sheer incompetence, In the five Ham- 
mer cases 48 people have been killed, and there is reason to believe 
that if Mike had kept out of the way, 34 of them—all innocent of 
the original crime—would have survived. The high velocity of 
Mickey's storytelling technique conceals many of Mike’s errors. In 
One Lonely Night if Mike's “kill-crazy” face hadn’t scared a girl 
into suicide the Communist ring might well have been smashed at 
the end of Chapter I. In The Big Kill Mike’s determination to adopt 
the orphan while he gunned down the orphan-makers resulted in 
the temporary loss of the essential clue. In My Gun Is Quick Mike 
blunders into a parking lot and suffers a beating that would have 
been fatal to anyone else; returning later to investigate, he imposes 
a nearly fatal beating on a total stranger. “I [felt] like a dummy,” 
Mike observes philosophically. 

Spillane has nothing but contempt for the little, tight-minded 
writers who are always worrying about clues, time schedules and 
the death rate. “There are two kinds of books,” he says, “detec- 
tives and mysteries. I don’t like puzzles. I hate clues or these 
stories where you've got to figure out who had the five minutes 
to commit the crime. In my stories you're suspicious of everybody. 
‘They've all had the time. Perry Mason, he’s a detective. He’s never 
been involved in any of his cases. In the mystery and adventure 
kind you have a guy who is personally involved in the ease, like 
Mike Hammer.” 


What makes Mickey mad 


DELICATE question that a good many people would like to 
have answered is whether Spillane himself feels personally in- 
volved in Mike Hammer's cases. There isn’t much doubt that 
Mickey and Mike are angry about a lot of the same things. A friend, 
commenting on Spillane’s half-joking claim that Joe Gill is the 
model for Hammer, says, “Gill is not Mike Hammer, except maybe 
in his physical appearance. Mickey is Mike Hammer. He'd like to 
be big like Mike Hammer, which he never can be, and he'd like to 
be really tough, like Mike Hammer, which he never can be either.” 
The popular columnist, Robert Ruark, in accounting for his own 
postwar success, once said, “I looked around for the biggest rock I 
could throw.” In 1945 Ruark, of course, wasn’t really mad; it may 
be significant that Mickey was. As a frustrated veteran he had 
plenty of readymade targets when he picked up his Drereiee to 
write I, The Jury. Between 1946 and 1949, when the book started 
to pay off, the Spillanes scarcely had cigaret money. One year 
Mickey was driven to get a job at a Newburgh department store. 
He was turned down for a job by the Newburgh paper. These set- 
backs did not improve his opinion of life in America, Mickey kept 
running, and people kept tripping him, but at the typewriter he 
could get vengeance—not always against the people really respon- 
sible for his difficulties, but against somebody. 

One of the things that infuriates Spillane is the slow working of 
the law. It seems to protect crooks, so, in [, The Jury, he has Mike 
Hammer tell Police Captain Pat Chambers, ‘You're a cop, Pat. 
You're tied down by rules and regulations. . . .’malone.. .. Some 
day, before long, I’m going to have my rod in my mitt and the 
killer in front of me. I’m going to plunk oneright in his gut, and when 
he’s dying on the floor nay kick his teeth out. ... You couldn’t 
do that. You have to follow the book.” 

With equal venom both Mickey and Mike hate politics and poli- 
ticians. In One Lonely Night their joint views are summed up: 
*... you haven't any idea how really rotten it is. Everybody is 
out for himself and to hell with the public.” It is the Communists, 
though, that really make the bells ring in Mike’s head, and in 
Mickey's, too. Spillane concurs in the solution Mike proposes in 
One Lonely Night: “Treat "em to the unglorious taste of sudden 
death. Get the big boys and show them the long road to nowhere 
and then none of those stinking little people with little minds will 
want to get big. Death is funny ... people are afraid of it. Kill 
“em left and right, show ‘em that we aren’t so soft after all. Kill, 
kill, kill, kill!” 

In the postwar world a good many people suffer the same frantic 
feelings of insecurity that plague Spillane. Baffled by problems 
that seem too big to solve, they seek escape and satisfaction in the 
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SPILLANE continveo 


exploits of a strong man who goes out and breaks something, wheth- 
er it is the right thing or not. A book about people of natural size 
doesn’t help much. But neither Mike Hammer nor the luscious 
dames who so often try for him and sometimes die for him are natu- 
ral size. Nobody like them has ever been seen in the real world.

This dreary foreboding was not lessened when Micke 
a statement in which he said, “There are more books on the way, 
but they won't contain the things that bolster the excuses for the 
moral breakdown of this present generation. I've changed my work 
and course of action to be in harmony with Jehovah’s Kingdom.” 

The general assumption that the Witnesses are against all forms 
of violence—as well as sex—is not entirely founded on fact. Wit- 
nesses have resisted the U.S. draft because they give their entire 
loyalty to the forthcoming Earthly Kingdom of God. They do not, 
however, expect it to be established without a physical struggle 
against evil, and in joining up Spillane has enlisted for the Benle 
of Armageddon. He has also found a secure spiritual home both 
for himself and Mike Hammer, The Witnesses share their impa- 
tience with existing governments and political institutions, 

Mickey says that he was first attracted to the Witnesses by a 
member who proved to him that the theory of evolution was in 
error. Actually the event that turned him toward a new allegiance 
probably was the failure of the Air Force to put him on active duty 
when he applied soon after the outbreak of the Korean war. It was 
soon after this slight that he began studying the Witness creed. Now 
he says he would never again serve in the armed forces of the U.S. 

Spillane has converted Mary Ann, who was raised a Baptist; his 
mother, a former Presbyterian; and he is working on his father, 
John J. Spillane, a crusty Catholic who has been quoted as say- 
ing that he thinks Mickey’s writing is “crud.” Although he ear- 
ries a pocket testament wherever he goes, and spends many eve- 
nings in missionary work, Mickey’s conversion has not turned 
him in the direction of the introspective or contemplative life. 
Pending establishment of the Earthly Kingdom, he expects to go 
right on recounting mildly ribald stories, drinking beer with his 
studio followers, and racing his souped-up stock car on New York 
State dirt tracks, which is a favorite summer hobby and a good 
way to expend stored-up anger.

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JAPAN GOES ABSTRACT 


In the 1850s, unwittingly, Japan helped launch the revolution 
which led to modern art. Today, a century later, that revolution 
has finally worked its way around to Japan where artists. aban- 
1,000-year-old traditions, are enthusiastically going 
enthusiasm in taking to Western art is much like 
that with which Western artists once took to Japanese art. 
Tn 1856 a Frenchman named Bracquemond came upon prints 
by the great Hokusai which had been used to wrap up imported 
ina. Bracquemond showed them to painters like Degas and 
ler. who soon filled their studios with other Oriental work. 
Impressed by the decorative, unrealistic effects of Japanese art, 
ters began to incorporate its bold foreshortenings, flat 
patterns and off-center compositions into their own work. From 


their experiments gradually grew the principles leading to the 
modern style which by 1920 had transformed Western art, 

Tn Japan, however, artists went on working in their tradi- 
tional ways and only a few who had ventured to Europe were 
aware a revolution had taken place. Their work was officially 
frowned upon, and during World War IT their painting supplies 
were cut off by the government. When the end of the war brought 
an end to isolation from the West, Japan began to get a first good 
look at modern art. Exhibitions of European and native abstrac- 
tions invaded Tokyo's 40 galleries and museums. Art magazines 
and books on howto paint “Western” sold by the hundred thou- 
sands, And so many disciples of Matisse and Picasso have sprung 
up that the Japanese now label the new species “Matissos.”

In all this land, as can be seen in these 10 pages, visitors 
find a country full of a quiet beauty that stands in eloquent 
testimony to the good judgment of pioneers like Abe Lin- 
coln’s forebears. The visitors also find, among the memen- 
tos of Lincoln, grim and thought-provoking evidence of 
how hard, how hazardous and often tragic was the lot of 
those daring pioneers. And they seem to find something 
else. In the life of Honest Abe, who rose from depths of 
poverty and illiteracy such as no modern American can 
even imagine, they sense a reaffirmation of the American 
dream. In their thoughts of this man, who loved the North 
but was full of compassion for the South, who despised 
slavery without hating the slave owner, they find a unity 
for which all men must yearn in these newly troubled times.

‘When Miss Martha Rountree, late of Gainesville, Fla., gave 
a garden party a few weeks ago at her new home in Washi: 
ton, D.C., she offered her guests not much more than plain 
potato salad and hamburgers. Yet her garden was packed 
with movers and shakers of the U.S. political scene. Among 
the 350 who came were presidential candidates Harriman, 
Taft, Russell and Kerr, congressional leaders Sam Rayburn 
and Joe Martin, Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, Secretary 
of Labor Tobin and Secretary of Army Pace. The only fancy 
touch at the party was separate tents for different drinkers 
—juleps, naturally, being provided for Dixiecrats. 

In Washington political circles an invitation to a Rountree 
party is practically a command, and Martha has acquired a 


position in Washington akin to that of Louella Parsons in 
Hollywood—though Martha rules more by friendship than 
by fear. For the past seven years she has been producer of 
the most successful radio-TV panel show of its kind, Meet 
the Press, which she owns 50-50 with Lawrence Spivak, Be- 
tween Spivak’s Brooklyn bite and vigor and Rountree’s 
Southern flounce, the program has become a source of po- 
tential popularity and ruin to every bigtime politician.
